Secret Treaty between England,France, 
and Dominica.

Shocking Accident on the Stonington 
Railroad. — The circumstances of this affair, of 
which we have already been advised by tele- 
egraph, are thus stated in the New York Tribune 
of Wednesday: 

During Monday evening a rail was taken up 
from the track of the Stonington Railroad, on 
the Zaccheus bridge, about four miles this side 
of South Kingston, and laid lengthwise in the 
centre of the track. The bridge is situated in 
what is termed the great swamp, and about two 
miles from any human habitation; it is about 
twenty-five feet long, and spans the Pawcatuck 
river; the bridge is eight or ten feet above the 
water, which at this place is some six or eight 
feet in depth. Past 'he bridge, to the south, on 
one siue oi tile track, a bank rises seven or eignt 
feet high, and on the other side an embankment 
sloped down some feet to the swamp. This 
was the spot selected for one of the most brutal 
and cowardly crimes that can disgrace a civi- 
lized community; the rail on the left side of the 
track was removed, ev idently with the intention 
of throwing the steamboat passenger train from 
Boston for Stonington off the bridge and into 
the river. At 8:20 P. M. the doomed train 
came along to the spot; the night was dark, the 
moon had not yet risen, and the danger was un- 
seen. The train, consisting of eight baggage- 
flats and two second class and five passenger 
car9, containing nearly five hundred persons, 
was proceeding at a pace of 15 to 18 miles an 
hour, when it reachetf the bridge. The engi- 
neer felt the sharp jolt as his locomotive came 
to the gap, and at the same moment reversed the 
engine. Instead of running off the bridge into 
the river, the engine joltfd over the sleepers for 
some six or eight rods, and then burying one of 
irs driving-wheels in the bank came to a sudden 
halt. The concussion threw the baggage-c rate9 
off from the trucks, and eight trucks were 
thrown down the embankment. The two first 
passenger-cars were thrown from the track, 
and roof and sides were crushed in and dashed 
to atoms; two first-class cars were thrown off 
the track, but not much injured, while the other 
three first-class cars remained on the track. 

Eight persons were severely wounded. One 
named Geo. Simmons, of Rhode Island, has suf- 
fered amputation ol both legs. 

The following letter, from a gentleman 
in Fort Smith, to the editor of the Little Rock 
True Democrat is conclusive on the gold hunt.

Fort Smith, Aug. 16, 1855. 
The gold humbug has exploded. A portion 
of the Fort Smith company got in day bafore 
yesterday, and report tLat there is no gold in 
any of the country west ef this place, about 
which so many stories originated. The whole 
company will be here in a few days, and what- 
ever others at a distance may think, the people 
of this place and vicinity are satisfied to remain 
at home and attend to their ordinary avocations. 
I write this to satisfy those hundreds and thou- 
sands who were only waiting to hear fiom the 
Fort Smith company to go or remain. 

Fight with an Elk. — The Ohio State Jour- 
nal says that on Monday evening last, John 
Steiner, herdsman to Mr. M. L. Sullivant, had a 
desperate fight with a buck elk. Mr. S was at- 
tempting to drive away the cows, when the elk, 
which has always associated with the cows, 
constituting himself leader of the flock, and 
making them go where he pleased in the pas- 
ture, shook his head, stamped his feet, and 
showed that he did not wish the cattle to go 
away. Mr. S. picked up a stick, and the elk, 
with his hair bristled up. plunged at him. Mr. 
S. struck the animal an ineffectual blow, and then 
seizing him by the horns and nose, attempted to 

Srotect himself from the thrusts of his tremen- 
ous horns, and continued the struggle for more 
than an hour, when he fainted, and the elk, 
thinking him dead, left iiim. Mr. S. was hardly 
able, when he recovered his senses, to drag him- 
self to his cabin, and there he managed — finding 
that owing to internal hemorrhage his breathing 
was becoming difficult, and there was no one 
near to help him — to saddle his hone and ride 'o 
Franklinton, a distance of two mile9. His in- 
juries are thus described: 

One prong of the antler entered his chest, a 
little below the heart, lacerating the left lung, 
the other piercing the right. A dreadful gash, 
some five inches long, on the right thigh, barely 
missed the femoral artery, and the back and 
body are very much bruised. 

The elk has always previous to this occur- 
rence been peaceable. He is described as a no- 
ble specimen of his race, proud and erect in his 
carriage, and crowned with an enormous pair of 
spreading antlers.— Cim. Com.

The Norfolk Argus of yesterday morning has 
the following paragraphs: 

Our Condition. — We have now about 700 peo- 
ple left in the city, and among these the mortal- 
ity is awful — worse than anything yet written 
of the visitations of the plague. On Sunday 
there were upwards of fifty burials, and what is 
the most painful part of the matter, is that all the 
bodies were not buried that ought to have been; 
such i9 the demand of dead mortality for its final 
home. Two doors from where we are writing 
there lies a festering corpse, which has been 
decomposing for nearly forty-eight hours. The 
house is empty, with the exception of its dead 
occupant — the fourth corpse in the house with- 
in a week. But one or two children of the af- 
flicted left, and they in the hospital sick. 

The Petersburg (Va.) Intelligencer of Sept. 
4th says: 

In Portsmouth there were thirty-two burials 
on Sunday and eight more coffins ordered to be

There were more than a dozen persons buried 
in Norfolk and Portsmouth on Sunday, about 
about two feet below the surface of the earth, 
without coffins. 

The letters from Norfolk are filled with de- 
scriptions of the most heart-rending scenes 
A correspondent of the Richmond Dispatch 
write: 

"Scenes of affliction continue to multiply as 
the fatal fever progresses. Families are broken 
up; children made orphans; wives husbandless 
and childless; widows lose their only stay and 
support; buried with their negroes! O poverty! 
O desolation! O pestilence! Well do ye go 
hand in had together; and faithfully have ye 
performed your work! Mr. Z. Sykes, the as- 
sistant inspector of streets, gives us a gloomy 
picture of the melancholy scenes he is doomed 
to witness in his daily rounds. The other day 
he had occasion to inspect a lot or. Charlotte 
street. He found in the yard three curly- 
headed little childrer. - >mpir.g about, rolling 
on the ground, witL u .kempt hair, and dirty, 
tattered garments. He inquired for their father 
'Pa — pa is dead.' 'Then, where is your moth- 
er?' 'Ma — ma is dead too!' 'Yes,' added the 
youngest, 'and a big ugly black man came and 
carried them away, directly they were dead!' 
'Good God !' continued Mr. Sykes, shocked at 
the scene; 'and who have you to take care of 
you'-" 'Nobody, •sir.' 'Who gives you anything 
to eat'?' 'Mary, the colored woman next door, 
gives us some bread every day.' Never, said 
Mr. Sykes, have my feelings been so pained — 
the forlorn condition of the little orphans, 
their tender years, and childish insensibility of 
their great loss, made me sick at heart, and I 
could not restrain my tears. We need not add 
that the bereaved innocents were taken in charge 
by the Howard Association, and will be duly 
provided for."

The machinist 
of the Connelton cotton factory has made an 
experiment with a barrel of oil made from the 
coal of the Bog Head (Scotland) mine, and he 
pronounces it the best oil he ever used, as the 
machinery upon which it is used never heats. 

Another Draft on Georgia.-— It is currently 
reported that four hundred thousand dollars of 
the notes of the Atalanta and Interior banks of 
Georgia, owned by George Smith of this city, 
will leave Galena to-day for redemption in coin 
at the counter over which they are nominally 
issued. Thus the run continues, and thus the 
gold makes a brisk circuit from New York to 
Atalanta, and from Atalanta to Illinois; while 
we, the representatives and exponents of the 
feelings of the people, clap our hands and laugh 
to see the fun go on. The matter does not end 
here with this last draft upon the strong box of 
the Georgia bank. The war, our readers may 
rely upon it, will be continued until every dol- 
lar of this currency is driven from circulation; 
and then it may cease, but only to be renewed 
whenever Atalanta and Interior reapp-ar.

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Internal Sufferings of Russia from the 
War.— In a late number of Blackwood, we 
find an article written by a younf Englishman 
who resided for many years on an estate in Rus- 
sia on which there were thirteen hundred serfs. 
The article is designed to exhibit the great pe- 
cuniary losses and sufferings resulting to the 
people of Russia from the progress of the war; 
and the statements are based upon the experi- 
ence of the business on the particular estate o.i 
which this young Englishman was employed. 
We are told that the persons who are the great- 
est sufferers by the war are ihe landed proprie- 
tors; and that, if the war continues, they will be 
brought to ruin. The particular estate, to 
which reference is made, consists of 40,000 
acre* of land, worked by 1,300 serfs; and be- 
fore the war it yielded an income of six thou- 
sand pounds sterling. Since the war, the prices 
of the products of the farm have fallen so that 
there is a loss on 

Linseed of £1,200 

Wheat ■ 500 

Wool " 200 

Sheep ■ 200 

Total loss on the farm products, £2,100 
This statement shows that the money price of 
the product of farm labor in Russia has been by 
the war reduced about 34 per cent.; and this is all 
it shows. It does not prove that Russia is less 
able to prosecute the war with vigor or effect; 
on the contrary the redundancy of supply of 
provisions, induced by the inability to ship them 
to other countries, will operate favorably to the 
government by diminishing the cost of feeding 
the armies that it will become compelled to sup- 
port. The allies, more than Russia, will feel 
the evil of the increased price of wheat in con- 
sequence of the withdrawal of the usual sup- 
plies of that commodity from the Baltic and the 
Black Seas. 

But the young English writer, while showing 
the pecuniary sufferings of the landholders, re- 
veals the strength of the nation. He lets us be- 
hind the scenes and 'hows us the machinery by 
which Rnssia conducts the details #f the war. 
It appears tnat the Southern provinces of the 
Empire, in consideration of their vicinity to the 
seat of war, are exempted from the military 
draft of thirty men in the thousand to be raised 
in the nor hern part of the empire. Bui, 
though they are exempted from this militia 
draft, they are subjt-cted to exactions called vol- 
untary contributions. These contributions may 
be hard, and to us, who are accustomed to a dif- 
ferent system of conducting our commissary 
and quartermasters' department, must seem ty- 
ranni:al and unjust, yet we cannot fail to per- 
ceive the vast power for defense such a system 
must afford to a government that practices it. 
The estate to which we refer had in the spring 
of 1854 to send forty oxen as rations for the 
troops then in the Danubian provinces; at the 
same time there w re required five wagons with 
■ pair of Horses and a driver to each, all to be 
returned at the end of the war. These were 
for the transport of baggage and troops upon 
an emergency; and it was upon them that the 
armies that fought the battle of Inkei man were 
transported. In the autumn of the same year,

three weeks. The fact that tne proprietor, of 
his own accord, added 35 per cent to the con- 
tribution, is a shirking evidence of the zeal 
these suffering landholders feel in the war. It 
is a fact strongly corn borative of the state- 
ments that have reached us on this side of tha 
Atlantic, that the war is popular with the peo- 
ple of Russia. While the preparation or' the 
biscuit was go:n£ on, there came an order for 
ten wagons, with a pair of horses and a driver 
for each, to be delivered in ten days, as the case 
was urgent These demands were made in 
August, just when harvest wa; going on, and, 
inconvenient as they were at that season, they 
were promptly supplied. Twenty pair of oxen 
were required to transport the biscuit, and they 
were absent four months. Later in the season, 
there was made another requisition for oxen to 
serve as rations; but in this case, so many hav- 
ing been sent with the biscuit, and the murrain 
being bad among the cattle, the proprietor for- 
warded to the proper authorities £90 sterling in 
money instead of the oxen. In the April of the 
present year, says the writer, -'double the quan- 
tity of biscuit contributed last year was re- 
quired, and, as I traveled through the country 
in the month of May, I saw thousands of tons 
piled outside of the towns, ready for transpor- 
tation to the army; which of course has to be 
done by the proprietors and peasants of the 
Crown." A state of war must be a state 
of suffering to any nation, but it is more 
decidedly so to a uation whose territory is 
the theater of war. The invasion of Russian 
territory and the blockade of her seaports must 
be disastrous to Russian commerce, and will 
have the effec r to retard her progress in wealth, 
power, and civilization. In fact the Allies 
boldly avow it to be their purpose to cripple the 
power and stop the growth of Russia la wealth 
and power; and this war is the means they have 
adopted for carrying out their purpose. Even- 
tuate as it may, Russia cannot fail for many 
years to experience the injurious effects of this 
most exhausting war, but whether at last the 
injury will be greater to Russia than to England 
and France is a problem that time alone can de- 
termine. Whether England can maintain the 
integrity of her institutions under the burden of 
such an increased taxation as a twenty or thirty 
years' war must necessarily bring by an increase 
of the national debt is also a question in politi- 
cal philosophy which must be lef*: to the deter- 
mination of time. She seems to be in a fair way 
to find and to show what is the utmost limit 0 f 



taxation that a people can stand or will bear. 
To some extent, the Eastern war rep: esents the 
antagonism of physical and pecuniary power. 
The Russians are defending their soil from inva- 
ders, their wives and children from violence, 
their hearth-stones and their altars from dese- 
cration; and, to do this, they are content to con- 
tribute their property, their labor, and their 
lives. They substitute for taxation in money 
personal services and personal contributions of 
all the material required in conducting the war. 
The nation, it is true, will come out of war 
crippled in its resources, but unincumbered with 
a great national debt; while her enemies will in 
all time to come have to bear the burden of 
enormous taxation to pay the annual interest on 
the vast sums of money that have to be borrow- 
ed for the prosecution of this most expensive 
war. The recent loans that have been negotia- 
ted by France show that the credit of the Allies 
is so good as to command u;oney very freely, 
and in any desirable amounts; still we think that 
such is the capacity of Russia, with her seventy 
millions of people, for defense, that her invaders 
will at last tire of borrowing money in the vain 
hope of compelling her to submit to an ignomin- 
ious restriction of her sovereignty. We confess 
we are curious to know how many millions of 
dollars must be expended by the Allies before 
Russia will consent to let them dictate how 
many ships -of-war she may keep afloat in tne

New Steam-Engine — A Novel Machine. 
There is now put up and almost ready for ope- 
ration at the patent double washboard manufac- 
tory of T. E. Burke & Co., on Main street, a 
novel steam-engine, the invention of our towns- 
man, C. Spencer, in connection with Mr Burke. 
In construction it difleib entirely from any other 
machine used for the application of steam-pow- 
er. It is exceedingly simple, consisting only of 
the cylinder, shaft, arms, and necessary pipes 
in connection with the boiler. The cylinder is 
seventeen inches in diameter, with a vacuum 
between the sides of less than four inches. In 
the cylinder play the arms attached to the shaft, 
and the motion is obtained by applying the steam 
to the arms. The steam used in the cylinder es- 
capes back into the boiler. Five thousand rev- 
olutions per minute are obtained, and seven boras 
power is claimed. The whole machine when 
completed will not weigh over 100 pounds, and 
its cost is very insignificant.

To-morrow a second 
opportunity will be given to the public to vtil- 
ness the performance of the machine. 

If, as we have every reason to think from what 
we are told, complete success crowns Mr. Spen- 
cer's efforts, he will have enrolled his name 
among the very foremost of inventor-, and will, 
together with Mr. Burke, most assuredly reap 
in abundant pecuniary return. 

The machine, which is the very first, the very 
model itself, was made at the founder}' of the 
Mess. Kg. Neal. It is something unknown in the 
history of mechanics, that the very model of an 
invention should be applied, as this will be, im- 
mediately to work. 

Post-office Department. — Advertising 
Letters. — The Union publishes the rules and re- 
gulations for advertising uncalled-for letters. 
They are based upon the provisions of the fifth 
section of the act approved March 3, 1851, and 
are as follows: 

L When the gross receipts of the post-office 
for the next preceding quarter shall not have 
exceeded $500, the postmaster shall advertise 
such uncalled-for letters once in six weeks only; 
when such gross receipts shall have exceeded 
$500, and hare not exceeded $1,000, the post- 
master shall advertise once a month only; when 
such gross receipts shall have exceeded $1,000, 
and shall not have exceeded $7,500, the post- 
master shall adwrtise twice a moth; and when 
such gross receipts shall have exceeded $7,500, 
the postmaster shall advertise once a week. 

2. S uch advertisements are to be inserted in 
one newspaper only, which must be printed in 
the city, town, or village in which the post of- 
fice is situated, and must have the largest circu- 
lation within the range of delivery of said office 
of any paper issued weekly, or oftener, printed 
in such city, town, or village. Should the pub- 
lisher of such paper refuse to give such list of 
letters one insertion, at one cent tor each letter, 
the postmaster will designate for this service 
some other paper published in the same place. 
He is also required to post in a conspicuous 
place in his office a copy of such list on the day 
or the day after the publication thereof. 

2. If there be no newspaper printed in the 
city, town, or village where such post office is 
kept, or if the publishers of all the papers so 
printed shall refuse to advertise the letters for 
the price above mentioned, then manuscript lists 
of them are to be made out, and posted at such 
public places in the town and neighborhood as 
shall appear best adapted for the information 
of the parties concerned. ► 

4 Refused letters are not to be advertised, 
nor those which the postmaster expects will be 
immediat iy taken from the post office. 

5. Drop and box letters, circulars, free pack- 
ets containing printed documents, speeches, or 
other printed matter, are not to be advertised. 
• •••••• 

7. When authority for the publication of lists 
of foreign letters in a newspaper printed in a for- 
eign language is deemed advisable, the postmas- 
ter must saakea special application for the nec- 
essary order to publish in such paper. 

8. All orders for publication of these lists of 
uncalled-for letters in more than one newspaper 
are vacated and annulled The present lav au- 
thorizes a single publication in one paper only. 

9. When daily, semi-weekly, tri-weekly, or 
weekly papers are issued trom the same office, 
the proprietor must not be allowed to aggregate 
the circulatioa of such papers, but the single 
circulation of each issue or the particular paper 
for which he claims the publication. Whether 
the paper is issued daily, tri-weekly, semi- 
weekly, or weekly must be shown, and the ad- 
vertisement inserted in the particular paper 
which has the largest circulation.

Agricultural Division of the Patent 
1 Office. — The Stripping and Prizing of Tobac- 
co. — The following extract will be read with 
' interest by the cultivators of tobacco, and is 
| copied from the same treatise from which we 
have already made several selections: 

The tobacco should be taken down and packed 
in bulk, in order that it may be handled in cold 
weatlier without breaking. It is then divided 
by select hands into three classes for stripping; 
first, that which is of the* best colored quality; 
secondly, that which is somewhat inferior, com- 
prising the balance of the leaf; thirdly, "lugs," 
or ground leaves. Some distinguished planters 
make more classes, but this requires more at- 
tention and discrimination, and our laborers are 
net generally noted for either. It is then sized, 
and is neatly tied in bundles of four leaves of 
the first, or six of the second and third classes. 
At the close of each day's stripping, and often- 
er if the weather is drying, we bulk down what 
h'Sbeen stripped, being careful to pack straight. 
It is left in this situation until we wish to com- 
mence prizing, and then hung, 12 to 15 bundles, 
on a smoorh stick, and hoisted in the barn, the 
sticks placed six inches apart, the hoister car- 
rying a rule in his hand. It is important to 
measure, as the order will be more uniform. It 
should remain until the stems are perfectly dry; 
after which, it should be taken down for priz- 
ing, as dry as it can be handled without break- 
ing. It remains in this state a few days, 
until the leaves are pressed together, and we 
have soft weather for packing. Each bundle is 
then carefully straightened, repacked, and heavi- 
ly weighted. It is then ready for prizing. We 
should prize in weather when the pliableness 
of the tobacco will not change. Each bundle 
should be straight and closely packed in hogs- 
heads in the usual way. 

Digging for Hidden Treasures. — On 
Thursday night, at Chnrlestown, while se\ eral 
of the watchmen were going their rounds, 
they heard the sound of pick-axes in Jay street. 
Upon reaching tee place they found three men 
busily at work digging in a round hole about 
eight* feet wide and three feet deep. The 
watchmen inquired of them what they were 
digging for at that late hour, but received no 
answer. They attempted to go up to them, 
when they found their progress retarded by a 
small wire about the size of a knitting-needle, 
which was stretched around the hole. They 
asked the men what the wire was for, and again 
received no answer. The men then ceased work, 
came outside the line, and commenced conve' 6a- 
tion with the watchmen. They stated they were 
Spiritualists, and that the spirit of some person 
had told them that this spot was once garrisoned 
by an army, and underneath the foundation (an 
old wall surrounds the place where they are dig- 
ging, which was intended for a dwelling house 
some twenty years ago) was hidden treasures in 
the shape of large sums of money, which they 
expect to get when they get deep enough. The 
wre which is placed around the spot, it is sup- 
posed, will keep away the evil spirits. Thev 
stated that they went on a similar expedition 
some 20 years ago, and while digging the spirit 
of a wild horse appeared to them, and prevented 
their working; and they thought if they then had 
the wire stretched about the place they would 
have been able to continue their work. The 
men, after concluding their conversation with 
the watchmen, went back into the hole and com- 
menced digging again. They are confident they 
will find the treasures, and probably they will if 
they dig long enough. One of the men is aaBBttj 
Sanborn, living in Somerville, auother resides in 
Boston, and the third in Charlestown. 

John McClintock — The venerable John 
McClintock, naval officer of the district of 
Portsmouth, on Tuesday last, Aug. 28th, entered 
upon the 95th year of h s age. He is yet in 
good health, active, and gives regular personal 
attention to the duties of his office at the cus- 
tom-house. During the whole of the bad weath- 
er of last winter he was absent but one day on 
account of the storms. In the course of the 
summer his health has not been quite so good 
as common, but he has not been confined at 
home. Until the present summer, he has not 
been absent from church either forenoon or af- 
ternoon, unless the church was closed, for 40 
years. He still retains his faculties, mental as 
well as physical, in a remarkable degree. His 
hearing is good, his voice clear, his counten- 
ance fair, eyes bright, and his sight as good as 
most men at 50. He writes a clear hand, and in 
his conversation shows a good knowledge of the 
history of the present as well as past times. He 
has never in his day been under the care of a 
physician, nor has he ever been engaged in a law 
suit. A most remarkable man— the world may 
be challenged to produce another man perform- 
ing personally the daily duties of a responsible 
public office, in the full possession of hisfacul- 
ties, and with five years of a century in age.

. New York, Sept. 8. 

The Northern Light connected with the 
steamship Uncle Sam, and brings dates to the 
18th ult. 

The Northern Light touched at Key West. 

The mail steamer Golden Gate left San Fran- 
cisco on the same day with the Uncle Sam. 

The Sonora, with New York dates to the 
20th of July, had arrived at San Francisco. 

The miners continued to do well. 

The California wheat crop would yield about 
2,000,000 bushels. 

The Indian wars were raging in Northern 
California and Southern Oregon. Twenty-five 
Americans have been murdered on the Klamath 
bv the Indians. They had also attacked the 
miners in upper Sacramento; seven Auieiictui? 
were Wounded and fifty Indians killed. 

At Rancharo a paity of Mexican robbers at- 
tacked the settlers, killing 80 (?) men and one 
woman; among the killed was a Mr. Francis, 
who was plundered of a letter containing 
$7,000. The robbers were pursued by a party 
under Sheriff Phenix, when a fight ensued. The 
sheriff* and three of the robbers were killed. A 
number of the outlaws were afterwards hung 
by lynch law. 

The surveying steamboat Active which went 
in pursuit of the whaleship Niles supposed to 
have on board Swan and Clifford the forgers, 
from Honolulu, overhauled that vessel, but the 
culprits were not on board. 

J. C. Woods, late partner in the Adams' Ex- 
press Co., absconded on the ship Audubon, 
bound for Australia. It appears that he has 
retained $100,000<of the assets of the concern. 

A Turk and Frenchman have been detected in 
counterfeiting gold dust. They say they were 
employed by the Banking Express Company. 

The Know-Nothing convention has nominated 
J. Neely Johnson for Governor. 

The sloop-of-war Decatur arrived at San 
Francisco from Puget Sound. 

A fire at Stockton destroyed properly valued at 
$300,000. 

From the Isthmus. — The war still rages in 
the interior. A battle was fought on the 18th, 
near Leon, between the Government troops un- 
der Guradista, and the Democratic army, under 
Munos; the latter was defeated and Munos 
killed. 

Col. Walker had arrived at San Juan Del 
Sud on the 25th, with a small detachment under 
his command. He endeavored to obtain recruits 
from the California passengers with small suc- 
cess. 

Col. Kinney was still at San Juan, and had 
concluded a contract with Mr. Shepherd for a 
grant of thirty-five millions of acres; he had to 
send an agent to Grenada to get the grant con- 
firmed by Government.

Philadelphia, Sept. 8. 
Judge Black read the decision of the Supreme 
Court this morning in a special session held here 
upon Williamson's case. The writ of habeas 
corpus was refused on the ground that the Su- 
preme Court has no jurisdiction to interfere 
with the judgments of the federal courts. All 
courts have exclusive power of deriding cases 
of contempt, and this court would not interfere 
with the action of the district court in the prem- 
ises. 

Judge Knox dissented from the opinion of the 
majority of the court, contending that the case 
was one demanding the interference of the court; 
that the district court had no power to issue a 
writ of habeas corpus at the instance of Mr. 
Wheeler; that power being in such cases spe- 
cially delegated to the State courts by the act 
of Assembly; that Mr. Williamson was guilty 
of no offense by his answer to the summons. 
Ihe court room was densely crowded. 

New York, Sept. 8. 
The Tribune of this morning announces the 
rp-election of Senator Atchison to represent the 
State of Missouri in the Senate of the United 
States. The election took place on the 29th 
ultimo. 

Baltimore, Sept. 8. 

The Norfolk boat brings tidings of a decrease 
in the number of deaths, and also that the new 
cases are easier managed. Twe-.ty-thre^deaths 
occurred on Thursday, including Mr. Baker, the 
member elect to the Legislature. We have re- 
ceived no record of the deaths on Friday last. 
It is rumored that they number about twenty. 
The letters from Portsmouth say that the deaths 
there are about fifteen daily, but give no names 
of the dead or the sick. 

Dr. Morris writes that there are but two phy- 
sicians from the North now at Norfolk but what 
are down with the fever. Six physicians from 
the North are lying very ill at the naval hospi- 
tal.
